In  describing  the  series  of  issues  of  pence  for  Edward  I  in  their  classic  papers 
( B.N.J .  volumes  7,  8  and  9)  the  Fox  brothers  remark  of  Group  VI:  “The  type  is 
scarce  of  London  and  of  the  two  ecclesiastical  mints,  and  it  is  not  known  of  Canter¬ 
bury.”  Later,  they  add  in  reference  to  Canterbury:  “Examples  may  yet  appear,  for, 
as  has  been  said  above,  it  is  a  scarce  type  at  the  other  mints,  but,  considering  the 
inactivity  revealed  by  the  accounts,  it  is  more  probable  that  no  new  dies  were  required 
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at  the  Canterbury  mint  while  this  type  was  in  course  of  issue.”  An  example  has  now 
turned  up  showing  that  their  surmise  was  justified  and  that  probably  the  Canterbury 
mint  did  not  require  new  reverse  dies  at  all  events.  The  coin  in  question  is  a  mule 
between  the  characteristic  small-lettered  type  VI  obverse  and  a  large-lettered  type 
Vb  reverse  of  Canterbury,  so  evidently  at  least  one  type  VI  die  was  provided  for  the 
Canterbury  mint.  It  is  interesting  that  the  Fox  brothers  were  able  to  note  mules 
amongst  the  Durham  issues  both  between  a  type  Vb  obverse  with  a  type  VI  reverse 
and  a  type  VI  obverse  with  an  anomalous  reverse  given  to  type  VII  which  has  large 
letters  and  a  composite  initial  mark.  The  Canterbury  coin  shows  that  at  least  one 
type  VI  obverse  was  issued  to  that  mint  and  it  now  remains  to  be  seen  whether  a 
Canterbury  reverse  of  type  VI  exists.

On  first  thought,  the  collection  of  Swiss  coins  might  not  seem  to  be  a  pursuit 
affording  much  scope,  as,  with  a  steady  political  background  since  the  unification  of 
the  Republic  and  Canton  of  Geneva  with  the  Swiss  Confederation  in  1814,  there  has 
been  no  subsequent  political  or  constitutional  change  or  the  change  ot  a  head  ot  state 
which,  in  other  countries,  would  have  caused  such  changes  to  be  reflected  in  their 

currency.

AN  UNRECORDED  TYPE  OF  BRONZE  MOULD  FOR 
PU  COINS  OF  THE  WANG  MANG  INTER-REGNUM

The  mould  discussed  in  this  article  was  bought  from  a  dealer  in  the  Portobello 
Road,  London,  in  January  1975.  No  further  information  was  obtainable  on  the  source 
from  which  it  was  originally  purchased  and  so  its  history  remains  unknown.  It  is  in  a 
very  heavy  bronze,  slightly  patinated  in  a  few  spots  and  here  and  there  with  traces  of 
“bronze  disease”.  It  measures  199  mm.  long,  80  mm.  wide  and  5  mm.  deep.  The  mould 
raises  several  problems  and  is  of  some  importance  in  at  least  two  ways.  Moulds  for  the 
earlier  “pw”  coins  of  the  Chou  dynasty  are  non-existent — doubtless  owing  to  the  im¬ 
perfect  method  of  casting — but  those  for  casting  the  Wang  Mang  (a.d.  7-22)  “p«” 
types,  although  very  uncommon,  are  certainly  still  existent  and  are  to  be  found  in 
bronze,  brick,  etc.  whilst  for  another  type  of  coin  of  this  same  period  there  exists  even 
a  mould  of  iron.  Obviously  this  was  a  time  when  new  techniques  in  casting  coin  were 
much  in  evidence.  Both  the  famous  Ku  Ch’uan  Hui  (A)  itself  and  its  supplement  the 
Hsu  Ch’uan  Hui  (B)  figure  “pu”  type  moulds  of  this  period.  The  first  shows  five  such 
moulds  and  the  second  three  of  which  one  evidently  produced  coins  identical  in  almost 
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every  respect  with  the  coins  made  by  the  mould  under  discussion.  Most  of  these  are 
for  casting  two  coins  at  a  time  and  one  is  for  casting  four  but  this  cast  the  type  of  pu 
with  a  two  character  legend.  Such  a  one  too  is  figured  in  volume  three  of  the  Ku  Ch’ien 
Ta  Ts  e  Tien  (C)  by  Dr.  Ting  Fu-pao;  however,  the  design  of  this  last  mould  differs 
very  ^nuch  from  the  piesent  one  being  altogether  simpler,  the  molten  metal  of  the  cast 
entering  the  mould  through  a  central  hole.  Therefore  only  those  in  the  Ku  Ch’uan  Hui 
have  the  foui  chaiacter  inscription  on  the  coins  which  they  cast  and  which  is  almost 
identical  with  that  on  the  mould  presently  described.  As  is  well  known,  this  inscription 
is  to  be  read  “  Ta  pu  huang  ctiieri ”  (Great  Pu  worth  a  thousand  cash). 


But  there  are  other  problems,  apart  from  that  of  simple  identification,  relating  to 
this  unique  mould.  Primarily  there  is  the  question  of  its  genuineness.  Many  of  the 
two  character  type  of  Wang  Mang  pu  were  cast  in  later  times — perhaps  right  down  to 
the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Those  with  pictorial  designs  on  the  reverse  were 
certainly  used,  on  occasion,  as  charm  coins  and  a  few  were  perhaps  “fantasy  pieces” — 
to  apply  Kahn’s  useful  adjective-designed  by  or  for  would-be  “scholarly”  numis¬ 
matists  or  as  commemorative  issues.  Others  again  were  cast  in  great  numbers  to  serve 
as  counters  for  gaming  and  this  is  especially  true  of  the  two  character  “ Pu-ho ”  type; 
indeed,  there  seems  to  be  no  hard  evidence  that  pu  type  coins  with  four  character 
inscriptions  were  ever  used  as  counters  in  later  times.  Equally  there  seems  to  be  no 
obvious  reason  why  the  four  character  type  should  ever  have  been  supposed  to  have 
any  amuletic  or  talismanic  significance  and  there  is  indeed  only  one  known  amulet  type 
with  such  but  provided  also  with  a  pictorial  reverse.  This  is,  in  fact,  much  larger  than 
any  known  pu  of  the  Wang  Mang  period.  Such  evidence  as  there  is  therefore  makes  it 
extremely  unlikely  that  the  mould  discussed  here  could  ever  have  been  used  for  casting 
a  charm  coin  of  any  kind  nor  could  it  have  served  as  a  counter.  The  possibility  of  its 
having  been  some  kind  of  “fantasy”  issue  cannot  be  ruled  out  with  certainty  but  it  is 
not  likely  to  have  been  so  intended. 

That  a  mould  for  the  reverse  of  this  pu  mould  existed  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  it 
has  four  corner  sockets  into  which  corresponding  lugs  would  have  fitted.  However, 
for  the  reason  given  above,  it  seems  extremely  unlikely  that  this  was  provided  with  any 
pattern  or  pictorial  design  or  would  have  had  any  inscription  that  would  have  had 
amuletic  or  talismanic  import.  Moreover,  there  is  another  piece  of  evidence  to  support 
the  view  that  this  mould  was  for  casting  actual  currency;  the  Ku  Ch’uan  Hui  figures 
a  coin  which  is  almost  identical  with  that  obtained  on  a  plastic  cast  from  the  present 
mould.  Another,  slightly  more  variant,  is  shown  as  No.  1000  in  Houo  Ming-Tse’s 
“Preuves  des  Antiquites  de  Chine”  (Pekin,  1930).  In  any  event,  it  is  obvious  that  this 
particular  coin  was  produced  with  many  variants  which  doubtless  reflect  the  different 
mints  producing  them  and  there  is  strong  evidence  that  a  coin  identical  with  that 
produced  from  the  present  mould,  has  been  accepted  by  Chinese  authorities  as  a 
genuine  issue  of  Wang  Mang. 

The  back  of  this  obverse  mould  has  an  inscription  of  three  large  characters  reading 
Pa  Kan  Wan  (eight  thousand  (times?)  ten  thousand).  Such  inscriptions  on  moulds 
were  common  and  are  mentioned  by  Terrien  de  Lacouperie  in  his  “Catalogue  of 
Chinese  Coins”  (British  Museum,  London,  1892)  pps.  xxv-xxix,  who  describes  and 
translates  several,  no  two  of  w'hich  are  identical.  In  addition  to  this,  on  the  projecting 
central  knob  at  the  top  of  the  back  of  the  mould,  there  has  been  written,  in  ink,  a  single 
Chinese  character;  this  inking  is  now  difficult  to  see  but  fortunately  it  shows  up  far 
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better  in  the  photograph  than  it  does  to  sight.  It  appears  somewhat  hastily  and  care¬ 
lessly  written  and  is  a  slightly  abbreviated  form  of  the  character  “ K'uei ”  meaning 
“first”,  “best”  or  “pre-eminent”.  Doubtless  this  is  the  comment  of  a  Chinese  collector 
or  dealer  but  one  has  the  impression  that  it  was  written  many  years  ago  although, 
of  course,  there  is  no  way  in  which  it  can  be  dated. 

On  such  evidence  as  there  is  at  present,  it  seems  that  this  mould  must  be  accepted 
as  genuine  because  all  the  adduced  facts  support  such  a  conclusion.  It  is,  of  course, 
still  possible  that  the  piece  may  be  a  later  and  very  skilfully  contrived  forgery  but  so 
far,  despite  a  most  diligent  and  detailed  examination  of  the  specimen,  there  is  a 
singular  lack  of  any  indication  that  such  is  indeed  so  and,  until  it  is  possible  to  subject 
the  object  to  some  physical  method  of  age  determination — and  no  such  reliable  method 
for  bronze  seems  to  have  been  developed  to  date — it  must  be  accepted  as  contem¬ 
porary  with  the  Wang  Mang  inter-regnum  (a.d.  7-22). 

Such  being  the  case,  this  mould  shows  that,  in  the  first  century  a.d.,  this  type  of 
pu  coin  was  very  carefully  cast  in  fours — and  not  only  in  pairs  as  previously  supposed — 
and  that  moulds  are  now  known  of  such  variety  that  many  of  the  variants  of  the  coin 
itself  must  be  accepted  as  contemporary  and  doubtless  reflect  practices  and  patterns 
adopted  at  different  mints.  The  comparative  complexity  of  the  present  mould  is 
evidence  that,  on  occasion,  very  sophisticated  methods  of  casting  were  used  for  this 
class  of  coin.  Whether  or  not  the  coins  which  had  been  subjected  to  such  refinements 
were  put  to  any  special  use  we  do  not  know;  on  the  basis  of  the  practice  occasionally 
in  use  in  more  recent  times,  they  might  have  been  sent  to  the  capital  as  specimens  of 
the  production  of  some  provincial  mint  or  perhaps  used  by  the  sovereign  to  give  to 
courtiers  and  others  on  his  birthday.  Such  suggestions  are  no  more  than  speculations  ; 
whatever  basis  in  fact  they  may  prove  to  have,  the  mould  itself  certainly  extends  our 
knowledge  of  the  methods  of  coin  production  during  this  period. 


FRONT  COVER 

ANGE  D’OR  OF  PHILIP  VI  DE  VALOIS 

Philip  VI  de  Valois  struck  a  great  variety  of  beautiful  gold  coins  in  the  early  years 
of  his  reign  when  gold  was  plentiful.  The  ange  d’or  (illustrated  on  front  cover)  was 
considered  the  piece  de  resistance  of  the  moneyer’s  art  during  the  mediaeval  period. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  new  French  coat  of  arms  (three  fleur  de  lis  taking  the 
place  of  the  semee  of  four  or  more  lis  previously  displayed)  was  seen  for  the  first  time 
on  the  ange  d’or. 


SWITZERLAND— A  BRIEF  NUMISMATIC  INTRODUCTION

In  Switzerland,  with  relatively  few  modifications  in  style  and  few  variations,  the 
style  of  coinage  has  remained  to  a  large  extent  unchanged  since  1850.  The  President 
of  the  Confederation  holds  office  for  one  year  only  and  the  possibility  of  the  Presi  dent’s 
likeness  appearing  on  the  coins  instead  of  the  traditional  figure  or  head  of  Helvetia 
simply  did  not  arise.  The  major  changes  in  the  past  125  years  have  included: 

(a)  a  modification  of  design  of  the  obverse  affecting  all  coinage  (but  not  all 
denominations  simultaneously)  between  1874  and  1881. 

(b)  modifications  in  the  design  of  the  five  franc  piece  effective  in  1874,  1916,  1922, 
1924  and  finally  in  1931  when  the  then  existing  crown  size  five  franc  piece 
was  reduced  to  the  current  size  but  without  change  of  design. 

(c)  a  temporary  debasement  of  the  metal  content  of  certain  minor  coins  during 
the  two  world  wars. 

(d)  a  variation  in  1948  of  the  design  of  the  one  and  two  centime  pieces  (for 
“centime”  read  “rappen”  if  you  approach  from  the  Swiss-German  angle 
rather  than  the  French  speaking). 
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(e)  the  withdrawal  of  all  silver  coinage  (half-franc  and  upwards)  in  1968  and  its 
replacement  by  a  nickel  alloy. 

In  recent  years,  special  commemorative  five  franc  pieces  have  been  issued  from 
time  to  time  and  there  are  also  gold  coins  issued  by  the  Confederation,  of  one  hundred 
francs  (rare),  twenty  francs  and  of  ten  francs  (less  common)  which  can  be  roughly 
related  to  our  £5  pieces,  sovereigns  and  half-sovereigns  and  which  are  of  course  no 
longer  minted  for  every-day  currency  purposes. 

However,  there  are  two  major  aspects  of  Swiss  numismatics  which  give  virtually 
unlimited  scope  tor  a  lifetime  of  interest,  collection  and  research.  Before  the  Con¬ 
federation  issue  of  1850,  each  Canton  (and  at  one  time  a  group  of  Cantons  calling 
itself  the  Helvetian  Republic)  had  its  own  coinage  and  one  finds  a  numismatic  history 
not  unlike  that  of  the  Austrian  and  German  princely  states  and,  if  one  concentrates  on 
ecus  (crowns)  or  talers  (again  the  differing  French  or  German  definitions)  and 
ignores  the  lower  denominations,  Divo’s  book  on  Swiss  talers  gives  details  and 
illustrations  dating  from  the  early  16th  century.  There  is  an  active  market  for  these 
und  other  Swiss  coins  on  the  Continent,  which  may  explain  why  there  is  less  apparent 
interest  in  Swiss  coins  in  the  United  Kingdom  than  is  justified  by  their  many  varieties 
and  historical  derivations. 


I  have  mentioned  that  there  were  twro  major  aspects  meriting  interest  and  that 
brings  me  to  the  second  important  aspect  of  Swiss  numismatics  based  on  what  could 
be  regarded  as  the  traditional  sporting  activity  of  the  Swiss  male— shooting.  This 
sport  (encouraged  by  the  nature  of  compulsory  military  service  in  Switzerland)  has 
been  the  subject  of  Swiss  numismatic  attention  for  many  years  and  Martin’s  book  on 
the  subject  published  in  1972  is  a  “must”  for  all  interested  in  the  collection  of  shoot¬ 
ing  crowns  or  talers  and  commemorative  shooting  medals.  I  understand  that  a 
supplement  of  the  1972  edition  is  at  present  in  course  of  preparation. 

Twenty-one  shooting  talers  were  issued  between  1842  and  1939  all  having  a 
nominal  value  of  5  francs  with  the  exception  of  two  gold  issues  of  100  francs  and  four 
silver  issues,  two  of  which  bore  no  monetary  indication  at  all.  However,  while  in 
general  one  can  say  that  shooting  talers  have,  at  least  since  1850,  been  issued  on  a 
Confederation  basis,  the  medals  commemorative  of  the  shooting  festivals  (mostly 
purely  commemorative  but  including  some  issues  for  the  purpose  of  prizes)  have 
been  issued  for  over  three  hundred  years  although  only  in  limited  numbers  prior  to 
the  19th  century.  Many  of  these  medals  have  been  engraved  by  artists  of  the  highest 
order  and  have  been  issued  to  commemorate  not  only  federal  and  cantonal  but 
sometimes  local  shooting  festivals  and,  often  minted  in  both  silver  and  bronze  and  of 
recorded  limited  issues,  their  artistic  design  can  give  pleasure  to  a  collector  for  whom 
jfa  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever. 

Apart  from  shooting  medals,  the  Swiss  have,  of  course,  issued  medals  in  order  to 
commemorate  events  or  to  honour  individuals  and  Geneva  in  particular  is  the  source 
of  a  profusion  of  medals ;  almost  a  quarter  of  those  listed  by  Martin  in  his  catalogue 
previously  referred  to  are  of  Genevese  origin.  Historically  Geneva  had,  as  early  as 
in  the  14th  century,  a  reputation  for  craftsmen  in  jewellery  and  it  has  been  suggested 
that  when  Geneva  became  a  centre  of  the  Reformation  in  the  16th  century,  many  of 
the  jewellers,  being  no  longer  permitted  to  follow  their  craft  as  jewellers,  turned 
their  attentions  to  watchmaking  and  1  have  no  doubt  but  that  a  case  could  be  made 
for  the  origins  of  Genevese  engravers  being  similarly  attributable. 

A  final  word  on  Swiss  coins  is  that  the  grading  of  coins,  especially  those  issued 
during  the  past  two  hundred  years,  is  perhaps  of  a  more  conservative  nature  than  is 
the  case  of  other  countries  and  if  one  is  buying  for  investment  as  well  as  interest  (and 
where  one  is  not  dealing  with  a  coin  which  is  exceptionally  rare)  one  should  hesitate 
before  acquiring  examples  in  less  than  EF  condition.

It  was  immediately  after  leaving  Paita  that  Anson  was  compelled  to  intervene  in  a 
dispute  which  could  have  caused  considerable  trouble  in  the  future.  The  seamen 
who  had  been  left  on  board  the  ships  during  the  sack  of  the  town  argued,  with  some 
reason,  that  they  were  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  plunder  brought  back  by  the  shore 
party,  that  is,  the  loot  appropriated  by  individuals  not,  of  course,  the  main  treasure 
of  gold  and  silver.  The  Commodore  accepted  their  premise  and  ordered  that  the 
officers  as  well  as  the  seamen  should  share  their  plunder  fairly  with  their  comrades. 
He  sweetened  this  unpopular  pill  by  contributing  his  entire  share  to  be  distributed 
amongst  the  actual  attacking  party. 

Two  days  after  leaving  Paita  the  squadron  met  the  “Gloucester”  and  learned 
that  she  had  captured  two  prizes  carrying  treasure  to  the  value  of  nearly  £20,000. 

Now  that  his  squadron  was  reunited,  Anson  planned  his  attack  on  the  treasure! 
galleon.  One  or  more  of  these  vessels  plied  annually  between  the  Philippines  and 
Mexico,  being  known  as  either  the  Manila  or  the  Acapulco  galleon,  according  to  the 
port  of  destination.  The  ship  on  the  eastward  run  was  always  heavily  laden  with  all 
the  luxuries  of  China  and  the  East  Indies  such  as  spices  and  silks,  porcelain  and 
cottons,  silk  stockings,  linen  and  wrought  objects  of  gold  and  silver.  These  goods 
were  either  sold  throughout  the  Spanish  American  colonies  or  transported  across  the 
isthmus  and  shipped  to  Europe.  On  the  return  journey  the  galleon’s  cargo  consisted 
of  enormous  quantities  of  silver,  together  with  a  few  European  commodities  for  the 
use  of  Spanish  settlers  in  the  Philippines. 

The  English  squadron’s  first  requirement  was  fresh  water  and  a  course  was  set 
for  the  Island  of  Quibo  off  Columbia.  On  the  way  there  it  proved  necessary  to  scuttle 
two  of  the  prizes,  the  “Solidad”  and  the  “Santa  Teresa”  as  they  were  unseaworthy 
and  delaying  the  others. 

They  anchored  at  Quibo  on  the  8th  December  1741  and  found  on  the  island 
plenty  of  sweet  water  and  timber  for  fuel  whilst  the  turtles  which  proliferated  were 
an  invaluable  source  of  food.  Within  three  days  they  had  completed  the  watering  of 
their  ship  and  set  out  to  Acapulco  but  the  journey  took  twice  as  long  as  they  expected. 
Firstly  adverse  winds  caused  delay  and  then  they  had  trouble  in  actually  identifying 
the  port,  their  sailing  charts  being  inadequate  and,  as  mentioned  earlier,  their  navi¬ 
gation  instruments  unreliable.  After  a  night  spent  pursuing  the  glow  from  a  volcano 
in  the  belief  that  it  was  a  ship’s  light,  they  found  the  Port  and  learned  from  captured 
Negro  fishermen  that  the  treasure  galleon  had  arrived  from  Manila  well  before  the^ 
English  fleet’s  arrival.  However,  they  were  hopeful  that  when  the  galleon  had  takerP 
in  water  and  provisions,  as  well  as  her  rich  cargo,  she  would  set  out  on  the  return 
journey  and  they  waited  just  out  of  sight  of  land  for  some  weeks.  Gradually,  however, 
their  hopes  faded  and  they  suspected  correctly  that  the  ship  was  being  delayed 
because  of  the  panic  the  presence  of  the  English  squadron  had  caused  along  the  Coast. 
The  ships*  supplies  of  water  were  getting  low  and  Anson  was  aware  that  the  season  for 
setting  out  for  China  was  drawing  to  an  end.  If  he  wished  to  carry  out  his  alternative 
plan  of  intercepting  the  galleon  on  her  approach  to  Manila  and  then  returning  to 
England  via  China  he  would  have  to  act  soon.  Therefore,  after  considering  and 
rejecting  as  impracticable  a  scheme  to  capture  Acapulco  harbour,  the  squadron 
sailed  for  the  harbour  of  Chequetan,  where  ample  supplies  of  water  were  taken  on 
board.  However,  the  area  proved  rather  disappointing  in  other  provisions  and  it  was 
not  possible  to  trade  with  the  local  Indian  inhabitants  as  had  been  hoped. 

At  Chequetan  the  decision  was  made  to  scuttle  the  remaining  Spanish  ships. 
Only  one  of  them  was  still  seaworthy  and  the  seamen  were  so  reduced  in  number 
that  all  were  needed  to  handle  the  “Centurion”  and  the  “Gloucester”  during  the 
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stormy  weather  that  was  to  be  anticapated  on  reching  the  China  Seas  in  the 
soon  season. 

Unfortunately,  naval  regulations  of  the  period  stated  that  under  these  circum¬ 
stances  the  British  Officers  commanding  the  Prizes  became  supernumaries  and  lost 
any  claim  to  future  prize  money  beyond  ordinary  seaman’s  shares.  Anson  promised 
them  that  they  would  receive  their  fair  share  but  in  fact,  after  the  “Centurion’s” 
return  to  England  a  law-suit  ensued  which  found  against  the  supernumary  officers 
and  caused  a  great  deal  of  bitterness. 

The  Spanish  ships  were  naturally  stripped  of  every  item  which  could  prove  useful 
to  the  two  remaining  vessels  and  this  work  delayed  their  departure  from  the  Mexican 
coast  until  28th  April.  Further  delays  arose  because  it  was  necessary  to  await  the 
return  of  Lieutenant  Hughs  and  his  crew  of  six  men  in  the  cutter.  This  boat  had  been 
left  on  watch  outside  Acapulco  harbour  in  case  the  Manila  galleon  tried  to  slip  out 
as  soon  as  Anson  was  known  to  be  preoccupied  at  Chequetan.  After  six  week’s 
absence  great  anxiety  was  felt  but  at  last,  whilst  the  “Centurion”  cruised  off  Acapulco, 

I  the  cutter  returned,  its  crew  having  nearly  perished  with  thirst.  Anson  put  ashore 
on  the  American  coast  all  the  Spanish  seamen  he  had  captured  and  pressed  into 
service  with  his  prizes  but  the  quantities  of  Negro  slaves  who  had  also  been  taken 
were  retained.  This  was  mostly  by  their  own  desire,  for  they  found  the  English  much 
kinder  taskmasters  than  the  Spanish  but  unfortunately  they  were  the  first  to  succumb 
to  the  rigours  of  the  voyage  across  the  Pacific. 

On  the  6th  May  1742  the  “Centurion”  and  the  “Gloucester”  turned  westwards 
and  set  course  for  China.  Anson  and  his  men  commenced  their  voyage  with  some 
confidence.  They  believed  from  accounts  of  former  navigators  that  the  trade  winds 
could  be  relied  upon  for  a  swift  passage  (as  little  as  two  months  being  possible)  and 
the  risk  of  bad  weather,  fatigue  and  sickness  were  correspondingly  less. 

They  were  speedily  disillusioned.  Their  information  omitted  the  fact  that  the 
trade  winds  move  northwards  at  that  season  of  the  year  and  it  was  seven  weeks  before 
they  found  any  favourable  winds  at  all.  Furthermore  both  ships  were  showing  the 
strain  of  their  prolonged  voyaging.  The  masts  and  sails  were  rotten  and  split  re¬ 
peatedly  and  both  ships  were  leaking.  The  scurvy  broke  out  again  and  the  crews  were 
further  reduced.  The  “Centurion”  seemed  marginally  less  affected  and  could  perhaps 
have  crowded  on  more  sail  and  made  better  time  but  she  was  obliged  to  remain  beside 
the  crippled  “Gloucester”.  Finally  Captain  Mitchell  informed  the  Commodore  that 
even  continual  pumping  by  his  officers  as  well  as  the  crew  could  make  little  impression 
on  the  seven  feet  of  water  in  his  ship’s  hold.  By  the  time  he  had  enumerated  all  the 
other  things  that  were  wrong  with  the  vessel,  Anson  had  no  alternative  but  to  take 
the  crew  and  all  usable  stores  on  board  the  “Centurion  and  order  the  Gloucester 
be  destroyed.  She  was  set  alight  and  on  16th  August  finally  blew  up  and  sank. 
Shortly  afterwards  a  number  of  islands  were  sighted  and  on  18th  August,  with 
some  difficulty  resulting  from  the  small  number  of  men  well  enough  to  work  the 
ship,  the  “Centurion”  dropped  anchor  at  the  island  of  Tinian.  This  was  uninhabited 
except  for  a  small  detachment  of  Spaniards  and  Indian  (sic)  slaves  who  were  visiting 
the  island  to  procure  beef  for  the  neighbouring  Spanish  settlement  at  Guam.  e 
party  was  swiftly  captured,  together  with  their  boat,  and  their  huts  on  the  island  were 
found  useful  for  housing  the  sick,  most  of  whom  showed  a  marked  improvement 

from  the  time  they  were  carried  ashore.  ,  r  1  i  • 

Tinian  proved  as  satisfactory  a  haven  as  had  Juan  Fernandes  for  it  abounded  in 

wild  cattle,  bogs  and  poultry  as  well  as  all  kinds  of  fruit  and  good  fresh  water.  The 
tedious  task  of  repairing  the  ship  was  put  in  hand  and  fortunately  had  been  completed 
to  the  best  of  their  ability  by  the  time  a  furious  storm  broke  out  on  ^e2.nd  Sept¬ 
ember.  At  this  point  the  major  disadvantage  of  Tinian  as  a  harbour  became  apparent , 
there  was  no  shelter  from  the  easterly  gales  and  the  anchor  cables  parted.  The  Cen¬ 
turion”  was  driven  out  to  sea,  manned  only  by  Lieutenant  Saumarez  and  a  small 
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proportion  of  the  crew.  So  few  men  were  on  board  that  Anson,  who  was  ashore  at 
the  time  recovering  from  the  effects  of  scurvy,  did  not  think  that  the  ship  would  be 
able  to  make  her  way  back  to  Tinian  against  the  wind  and  immediately  set  in  hand 
plans  to  enlarge  the  Spanish  bark  captured  on  the  island  in  the  hope  that  it  would 
carry  himself  and  the  rest  of  the  marooned  crew  as  far  as  Macao.  Whether  he  actually 
anticipated  this  being  successful  or  whether  it  was  occupational  therapy  to  prevent 
his  men  from  falling  into  lethargy  and  despair  is  not  clear,  but  it  is  certain  that 
enormous  relief  was  felt  by  all  concerned  when  at  last,  on  11th  October,  the  “Cen¬ 
turion”  re-appeared  and  anchored  once  more.  The  ship  was  again  driven  out  to  sea 
on  the  14th  October  but  as  on  this  occasion  the  Commodore  and  most  of  the  crew 
were  on  board,  it  was  only  a  few  days  before  they  were  able  to  return  to  pick  up  the 
remainder  of  their  men.  Finally  on  21st  October,  fully  stocked  with  provisions  and 
fresh  water  and  with  the  crew  restored  to  health,  they  sailed  for  Macao.  The  hull 
still  leaked  but  at  least  pumping  kept  it  under  control  and  the  voyage  proceeded 
without  untoward  incident  until  on  13th  November  they  dropped  anchor  off  Macao. 

The  Portuguese  fortress  proved  less  welcoming  than  they  had  hoped.  TheJ 
merchants  in  the  city,  including  the  English  East  Indiamen,  were  primarily  con¬ 
cerned  with  protecting  their  trading  interests  and  the  Chinese  had  no  wish  to  help 
the  first  British  man-of-war  ever  seen  in  their  waters.  Anson  had  to  exercise  the 
utmost  tact  and  firmness  to  obtain  the  labour  and  materials  necessary  to  effect 
proper  repairs  to  his  ship  and  met  with  endless  obstructions.  At  last,  however,  all  was 
completed,  provisions  were  obtained  and  on  the  19th  April  1743,  the  “Centurion” 
once  more  put  to  sea,  having  convinced  everyone  that  she  was  about  to  set  her  course 
to  Batavia  and  then  to  England.  However,  Anson’s  real  intentions,  as  he  informed 
the  crew,  were  quite  different.  Knowing  that  his  presence  on  the  American  coast 
had  prevented  the  previous  year’s  treasure  ship  from  setting  out  from  Acapulco, 
he  believed  that  this  year  there  would  be  two  galleons  making  their  way  to  Manila 
and  he  was  resolved  to  make  a  last  attempt  to  capture  one  before  going  home. 
He  therefore  took  up  his  station  off  Cape  Espiritu  Santo  in  the  Philippines  on  20th 
May  and  cruised  there,  taking  care  to  keep  just  out  of  sight  of  land.  Once  the  ship 
was  there  the  Commodore  kept  his  crew  occupied  in  gunnery  practice,  both  with 
the  24-pounders  and  with  small  arms.  It  was  as  well  that  the  men  had  this  to  engage 
their  thoughts,  for  every  mind  was  full  of  excitement  at  the  prospect  of  encountering 
the  galleon  after  so  many  disappointments.  In  spite  of  Anson’s  efforts  to  remain 
unobserved  from  the  land,  the  “Centurion”  was  in  fact  seen  several  times  and  a 
number  of  ships  began  to  arm  in  Manila  harbour,  but  the  scheme  was  allowed  to 
lapse  due  to  arguments  and  lack  of  funds. 

On  the  20th  June  a  sail  was  sighted  and  at  noon  the  “Centurion”  engaged  the . 
galleon  “Nuestra  Senora  de  Cobadonga”.  The  Commodore’s  plan  of  attack  worked^) 
admirably.  About  thirty  of  his  best  marksmen  were  placed  on  the  topyards  where 
they  could  command  the  deck  of  the  enemy  vessel  and,  in  fact,  succeeded  in  killing 
or  wounding  every  officer  but  one  who  appeared  on  the  quarter  deck.  There  were 
not  enough  men  to  handle  all  the  great  guns  at  once,  so  two  men  were  appointed 
to  each  gun  to  load  and  the  remainder  were  divided  into  groups  of  ten  or  twelve, 
moving  from  gun  to  gun  to  run  it  out  and  fire  when  ready.  The  constant  rate  of  fire 
thus  achieved  was  very  perplexing  to  the  Spaniards  who,  we  are  told,  were  in  the 
habit  of  flinging  themselves  full  length  when  they  saw  a  broadside  preparing,  only 
rising  and  working  their  own  guns  in  the  intervals. 

After  about  two  hours  the  Spaniards  struck  their  colours  and  Lieutenant 
Saumarez  led  the  boarding  party.  The  “Cobadongs’a”  guns  were  found  to  be  much 
lighter  than  the  “Centurion’s”  and  fewer  in  number,  and  the  English  were  surprised 
that  the  unescorted  treasure  ship  had  maintained  her  course  instead  of  trying  to 
evade  her  attackers.  This  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  reports  from  Macao  had  misled 
the  Spanish  as  to  the  condition  of  both  the  “Centurion”  and  her  crew.  They  were  also 
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aware  that  they  outnumbered  the  English  by  about  two  to  one  with  their  crew  of* 
five  hundred  and  fifty  men.  The  Spanish  losses  in  the  engagement  amounted  to 
sixty-seven  killed  and  eighty-four  wounded,  whilst  the  “Centurion”  had  three  killed 
and  a  Lieutenant  and  fifteen  men  wounded.  The  moment  of  triumph  was  interrupted 
by  the  discovery  of  a  fire  very  near  the  powder  room  of  the  “Centurion”,  but  happily 
this  was  quickly  extinguished. 

The  Commodore  appointed  the  “Cobadonga”  a  post-ship  in  his  Majesty’s 
service  and  Philip  Saumarez  was  promoted  to  Captain  and  placed  in  command  of 
the  prize.  The  first  essential  was  to  transfer  the  treasure  and  the  prisoners  to  the 
Centurion  and  this  was  undertaken  on  the  way  back  to  the  Canton  River,  where 
Anson  hoped  to  repair  the  damage  caused  to  both  ships  in  the  fighting  and  to  find 
safe  shelter  from  the  monsoon  storms.  The  prisoners  presented  a  considerable 
problem  for  they  so  outnumbered  the  crew  of  the  “Centurion”  that  great  vigilance 
had  to  be  exercised.  At  last,  however,  they  were  secured  with  as  much  kindness  as  was 
ompatible  with  safety. 

The  treasure  was  found  to  amount  to  1,313,843  gold  eight  escudos  and  silver 
eight  reale  pieces  and  35,683  oz.  of  sil  ver.  Combined  with  the  proceeds  from  Anson’s 
other  captures,  the  contemporary  account  of  the  voyage  by  Chaplain  Richard  Walters, 
places  the  total  in  the  region  of  £'400,000.  However,  it  is  as  well  to  point  out  here 
that  the  enrichment  of  the  English  treasury  was  not  the  only  gain  from  the  expedition. 
On  the  credit  side  must  also  be  placed  the  expense  and  inconvenience  resulting  to 
the  Spanish,  with  whom  by  this  time  England  had  been  at  war  for  some  four  years. 
Their  financial  losses  in  ships  and  merchandise  were  enormous  and  must  include 
the  cost  of  mounting  Pizarro’s  ill-fated  expedition. 

By  the  time  of  his  second  visit  to  China,  Anson  had  some  idea  of  the  Chinsee 
mentality  and  was  determined  to  overcome  all  the  obstacles  placed  in  his  way  with 
the  utmost  resolution.  Two  factors  contributed  to  his  success.  One  was  the  testimony 
given  in  his  favour  by  the  Spanish  prisoners,  who  affirmed  that  they  had  been  treated 
with  great  kindness— more  indeed  than  they  would  themselves  have  extended  to  the 
English,  had  the  latter  been  captured.  Secondly,  Anson  and  forty  of  his  crew  were 
successful  in  extinguishing  a  great  fire  which  threatened  to  destroy  the  whole  city 
of  Canton.  As  a  result  the  Commodore  obtained  a  personal  interview  with  the 
Viceroy  in  the  city,  an  honour  never  before  granted  to  a  foreigner.  The  ship  was 
repaired  and  provisioned  fairly  swiftly  and  together  with  her  prize  was  able  to 
proceed  down  the  river  to  Macao  on  the  12th  December.  Here  it  was  necessary  to 
dispose  of  the  “Cobadonga”.  The  ship  was  undermanned  and  unseaworthy  and  an 
offer  of  £6,000  was  accepted  from  the  Portuguese  merchants  of  Macao,  probably 
^acting  on  behalf  of  the  Spanish. 

™  Captain  Saumarez  reluctantly  struck  his  colours  and  returned  to  the  “Centurion”. 
The  last  of  the  Spanish  prisoners  were  released  and  the  “Centurion”  set  out  on  the 
uneventful  voyage  home  round  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  She  finally  dropped  anchor 
on  15th  June,  1744,  at  Spithead. 

Public  enthusiasm  for  the  exploit  was  unbounded.  The  treasure  was  carried  from 
Portsmouth  to  the  Tower  of  London  in  chests  which  filled  thirty- two  waggons. 


The  triumph  was  only  marred  by  the  law-suit  mentioned  previously. 

Two  years  after  his  return,  Saumarez  was  appointed  Captain  of  the  “Nottingham” 
where  his  most  notable  exploit  was  the  capture  of  a  French  man-of-war,  the  “Mars”. 
He  was  also  a  membei  of  Anson’s  fleet  at  the  victory  of  Cape  Finisterre  in  April,  1747. 

On  14th  October  1747,  at  the  age  of  thirty-four,  Captain  Saumarez  was  killed 
in  an  engagement  against  the  French.  His  career  seemed  as  promising  as  that  of  any 
of  Anson’s  officers,  but  it  is  on  record  that  an  examination  after  his  death  showed  that 
his  lungs  were  badly  affected,  probably  by  the  privations  of  the  “Centurion’s” 
voyage  and  he  was  unlikely  to  have  lived  more  than  a  year  or  so  longer.  A  monument 
in  Westminster  Abbey  commemorates  his  death. 
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The  volume  text  contains  eighty  papers,  the  contents  of  which  are  given  above.  It  will  be 
found  a  most  valuable  work  oi  reference  and  companion  volume  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
earlier  congresses.

Gorpus  Nummorum  Saeculorum  IX- XI,  a  Catalogue  of  Coins  from  the  Viking  Age  found 
in  Sweden;  volume  1,  Gotland  (Akeback-Atlingbo),  Stockholm,  1976,  198  pp.,  27  pis. 
Price  £ 22  ( post  inc .) 
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At  last  the  first  volume  of  the  Swedish  Viking  Age  hoard  reports  has  seen  the  light  of  day — 
an  event  which  must  have  brought  satisfaction  and  relief  to  the  editor  and  contributors  who 
have  been  wrorking  towards  this  publication  for  some  twenty-five  years.  Indeed  the  occasion 
is  one  which  will  be  heralded  by  medievalists  generally.  It  is  only  sad  that  Nils  Ludvig 
Rasmusson,  whose  foresight  and  generosity  in  inviting  foreign  scholars  to  work  on  the  Swedish 
hoard  material  led  to  the  project’s  inception,  should  not  have  lived  to  see  its  consummation. 

Soon  after  the  Second  World  War  Dr.  Rasmusson  set  about  organising  this  work.  Ulla 
Welin  had  been  working  on  the  Kufic  coins  since  the  late  1930’s.  In  1950  Peter  Berghaus,  who 
was  later  joined  by  Gert  and  Vera  Hatz,  commenced  the  monumental  task  of  identifying  and 
ordering  the  10th  and  11th  century  German  element.  The  coincidence  of  the  Swedish  invitation 
and  Michael  Dolley’s  appointment  in  1952  to  the  Coin  Room  of  the  British  Museum,  was  indeed 
fortunate  for  British  numismatics.  He  was  immediately  dispatched  to  Stockholm  by  Sir  Edward 
Robinson  and  Dr.  John  Walker,  and  he  has  spent  many  summers  there  since.  Dollcy’s  en¬ 
thusiasm,  coupled  with  an  amazing  capacity  for  work,  has  enabled  him  to  review  and  revise  our 
understanding  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Hiberno-Norse  coinages,  based  largely  on  this  material. 
He  has  been  assisted  by  Gay  van  der  Aleer  and  Veronica  Smart,  whose  patient  work  in 
identifying  and  cataloguing  the  pieces  should  not  go  unrecognised.  Brita  Maimer  has  been 
responsible  for  the  Byzantine  and  Scandinavian  coins,  and  her  work  on  the  barbarous  imitations 
is  still  awaited.  Many  of  the  fmal  listings  and  much  of  the  archive  work  were  done  by  Kenneth 
Jonsson  and  Elsa  Lindberger.  Dr.  Rasmusson’s  international  team  has  gained  a  distinguished 
reputation,  and  already  three  of  their  number  hold  university  chairs. 


However  the  work  is  far  from  complete.  This  first  volume  covers  finds  from  those  parishes 
on  the  island  of  Gotland  which  begin  with  the  letter  “A”.  At  least  thirty  volumes  are  con¬ 
templated,  to  be  published  at  the  rate  of  two  per  year,  but  it  seems  unlikely  that  such  a  high 
production  can  be  achieved.  The  second  volume,  the  Gotland  “B”  parishes  which  is  admittedly 
to  be  much  larger  than  the  first,  will  be  lucky  to  be  published  this  year. 

The  series  will  cover  all  the  coin  finds  from  Swedish  soil  irrespective  of  the  disposition  of 
the  pieces;  thus  it  will  include,  as  well  as  the  material  in  the  Royal  Cabinet,  coins  in  the 
university  and  provincial  museums.  It  w'ill  also  incorporate  those  coins  already  published  in 
Tornberg’s  Numi  Cufici  Regii  Numophylacii  Holmiensis  and  Hildebrand’s  Anglosachsiska  mynt  i 
Svenska  Kong l.  Myntkabinettet. 

The  parishes  of  Gotland  are  to  be  treated  first  since  that  is  the  most  prolific  area  for  finds  in 

•  Sweden,  and  the  mainland  and  Oland  hoards  will  be  dealt  with  later.  The  final  volume  will 
consist  of  all  the  coins  known  to  derive  from  Swedish  finds  but  which  lack  a  more  exact  pro¬ 
venance.  In  view  of  the  arrangement  of  this  publication  it  is  essential  that  we  adopt  the 
Scandinavian  convention  of  citing  hoards  by  their  findspot,  parish,  and  province,  thus  avoiding 
the  confusion  that  can  arise  if,  for  example,  the  parish  name  and  not  the  findspot  is  used  to 
describe  a  hoard. 

The  first  and  most  serious  omission  from  this  book  is  an  index  and  a  summary  of  the 
contents  of  the  hoards  reported.  In  order  to  find  a  coin  of  a  certain  period  or  mint  there  is  no 
way  other  than  to  look  through  the  lists  of  each  of  the  twenty  hoards.  When  the  series  is  more 
completed  this  will  become  a  fatiguing  task  and  very  wearing  on  these  expensive  paperbound 
volumes.  An  index  by  mint  and  by  ruler  is  necessary,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  this  could 
be  incorporated  in  every  fifth  volume.  Additionally  I  would  b'ke  to  see  at  the  beginning  of  each 
yQjujyjg  jj  summary  of  the  contents  of  the  finds  and  their  date  of  deposition.  This  would  enable 
numismatists  and  other  historians  when  using  hoards  in  a  wider  context  to  select  those  of  the 
period  or  type  they  are  interested  in.  It  might  take  the  form  of  Table  I  below,  which  summarizes 
the  contents  of  this  volume.

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Dr.  Maimer  has  striven  to  be  as  objective  as  possible  in  the  presentation  of  the  material, 
'Ylth*  v‘ew  Possibly  processing  the  data  by  computer.  This  has  led  to  the  use  of  over¬ 
simplified^ numerical  descriptions  by  reierence  to  the  three  major  19th  century  works  Tornberg’s 
~ 'Ujiciy  Dannenberg  s  Deutschen  Munzen3  and  Hildebrand’s  Anglosachsiska  Mynt.  Mrs. 
Welin  has  managed  to  incorporate  a  good  deal  of  detail  into  the  lists  of  Kufic  coins  by  making 
use  of  her  own  reference  table,  but  this  is  not  the  case  with  the  other  scries.  The  volume  would 
be  easier  to  use  if  the  legends  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  German  pieces  had  been  printed 

in  full,  rather  than  by  making  reference  to  a  coin  in  Hildebrand  or  Dannenberg  and  noting  any 
variance  from  it. 

The  decision  oi  which  details  to  include  is  a  difficult  one.  Regional  styles  were,  it  is  submitted 
correctly,  eschewed  in  the  light  of  present  published  knowledge,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  such 
overtly  objective  features  as  the  symbols  in  the  field  ot  Anglo-Saxon  and  Hiberno-Norse  coins 
have  not  been  recorded.  The  Scandinavian  coins  and  barbarous  imitations  are  well  described; 
every  legend  is  hand  drawn  and  die-links  are  recorded  wherever  possible. 

The  physical,  rather  than  the  graphic,  characteristics  of  each  piece  are  by  contrast  extremely 
detailed.  Not  only  are  the  weights,  diameters,  and  die-axes  recorded,  but  also  aspects  of  the 
secondary  treatment  such  as  cracks,  bends,  holes,  pecks,  nicks,  notches  and  graffiti  which  since 
Welin’s  paper  (“Graffiti  on  Oriental  coins  in  Swedish  Viking  Age  hoards”,  K.  Humanistiska 
vetenskapssamfundets  i  Lund  Arsberattelse ,  iii,  pp.  149-71)  have  been  recognised  as  important 
to  Scandinavian  studies.  The  reviewer  has  some  experience  in  identifying  these  features  on 
coins  in  certain  of  the  “B”  parish  Gotland  hoards.  Pecks  can  be  recorded  with  a  surprisingly 
high  degree  of  accuracy-higher  than  is  suggested  by  the  width  of  groupings  adopted  in  this 
volume,  and  it  is  inconvenient  for  statistical  analysis  that  the  figure  used  to  represent  each  group 
is  the  highest  and  not  the  median  of  that  group.  Bends,  by  contrast,  are  very  difficult  to  identify. 
The  explanatory  notes  do  nor  say  on  what  basis  these  have  been  recorded.  In  the  reviewer’s 
opinion  the  term  should  only  apply  to  deliberate,  man-made  bends  and  that  includes  pieces 
that  have  been  once  bent  but  flattened  again  leaving  only  a  crease  on  the  coin.  The  difficulty 
in  accurately  identifying  such  bends  renders  this  datum  unreliable. 

We  must  be  grateful  that  as  many  as  8  per  cent  of  the  coins  in  this  volume  are  illustrated, 
as  financial  pressures  on  such  a  project  as  this  must  be  great,  but  even  so  the  27  plates  have  not 
been  used  to  maximum  efficiency.  They  do  not  contain  as  many  coins  per  page  as  the  British 
Sylloge  plates,  which  are  smaller,  and  one  may  question  whether  it  was  necessary  to  illustrate 
the  pieces  bearing  graffiti  (four  of  which  are  shown  twice  over)  one  and  a  half  times  life  size.  All 
the  Scandinavian  coins  and  barbarous  imitations  are  reproduced,  which  is  valuable  since  die 
studies  in  this  field  are  now  imperative,  however  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  field  only  5  per  cent  are 
illustrated. 

These  criticisms  do  not  detract  from  the  admirable  achievement  of  the  Rasmusson  team 
and  the  overall  high  quality  of  this  publication.  The  Swedes  have  expended  a  lot  of  energy  and 
money  on  this  project  which  speaks  laudably  for  their  academic  institutions  and  their  inter¬ 
national  outlook.  For  late-Anglo-Saxon  numismatics  this  is  perhaps  the  most  important 
publication  since  Hildebrand  published  the  second  edition  of  his  catalogue  in  1881.  However 
it  has  not  abrogated  the  necessity  for  students  carrying  out  die-analyses  to  travel  to  Sweden  to 
inspect  the  coins  themselves,  nor  has  it  overshadowed  its  companion,  the  Sylloge  series.  There 
will  still  remain  the  need  to  publish  this  material  in  Sylloge  form,  requiring  one  or  more 
volumes  per  type;  a  task  which  will  foster  Anglo-Scandinavian  friendships  in  several  more 
generations.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Wellington’s  Napoleons?  Recently  I  have  been  reading  “The  Life  and  Campaigns  of 
the  Duke  of  Wellington”,  by  Lieut.  Col.  Williams,  a  contemporary  serving  officer  with  the 
Duke,  published  by  John  Tallis. 

In  1814  the  British  Army  supported  by  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  forces  had  at  last 
driven  the  French  out  of  Spain,  and  was  now  on  French  territory.  As  usual  Wellington  was  in 
a  bad  way  as  far  as  stores,  clothing,  supplies  and  most  of  all — money.  In  fact  cash  was  literally 
non-existent.  To  quote  the  author: 

“Money  was  now  so  scarce,  that  a  Spanish  dollar  was  equivalent  to  eight  shillings 
British  currency;  and  as  the  troops  were  paid  in  British  money,  and  the  French  popu¬ 
lation  had  indicated  considerable  reluctance  to  receive  it  in  exchange  for  their  com¬ 
modities;  to  prevent  the  consequent  embarrassment,  facilitate  the  currency,  and  obviate 
the  difficulties  which  might  arise  from  the  circulation  of  the  foreign  coin,  all  the  coiners 
and  die-sinkers  in  the  army  were  ordered  to  be  sought  out.  The  English  general 
established  a  secret  mint,  and  converted  the  foreign  coin  into  Napoleons,  marking  the 
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recoined  pieces  with  a  private  stamp,  carefully  preserving  their  just  fineness  and  weight, 
in  order  that,  when  peace  should  be  established,  the  French  government  might  be 
enabled  to  call  them  in  again  for  recoinage”. 

I  have  not  come  across  these  Wellington  Napoleons  in  your  Coin  Bulletin  and  I  was  wondering 
if  you  have  encountered  them  ever. 

I  don’t  know  if  this  information  would  be  of  any  interest  to  your  Bulletin  readers.  You 
are  welcome  to  use  it  if  you  so  desire. — J.  T.  W.  Moody. 

[Gold  louis  d’ors  of  20  francs  were  struck  at  the  London  Mint  in  1815  specifically  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  easily  negotiable  gold  money  to  Wellington’s  forces  during  the  Waterloo 
campaign.  They  were  issued  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  King  Louis  XVIII.  They 
were  marked  with  a  mintmark  r  and  a  fleur-de-lis  symbol  to  show  they  were  legitimate  coin 
and  they  closely  reproduce  the  design  of  Louis’  French  coins  except  they  lack  the  designer’s 
signature.  They  were  eventually  called  in  and  re-minted.  The  Royal  Mint  have  no  knowledge 
of  any  secret  mint  set  up  by  Wellington  in  the  closing  stages  of  the  Waterloo  campaign,  and  it 
seems  as  if  folk  legend  has  confused  the  events  of  the  Hundred  Days  of  1815  with  those  of 
1813-1 4 . — Editor] . 

Napoleon’s  Wellingtons.  Does  any  reader  know  if  they  still  exist  ? 

Dorset  Treasure  Trove  Inquest.  Hundreds  of  coins — many  of  them  found  in  the 
Purbecks  by  treasure  hunters  with  metal  detectors — were  the  focus  of  attention  at  a  treasure 
trove  inquest  held  in  Poole.  The  jury,  assisted  by  four  experts,  decided  that  165  silver  washed 
Roman  coins  found  at  West  Hill  near  Wareham,  were  treasure  trove.  They  decided  that 
another  six  lots  of  coins,  mainly  ancient  British  and  Roman,  found  at  Norden  Farm,  Corfe 
Castle,  were  also  treasure  trove. 

Among  the  coin  finders  was  Mr.  S.  Welch,  of  Encombe  Road,  Wareham.  He  has  unearthed 
71  Roman  coins  at  West  Hill.  Other  finds  have  included  a  1,820  year  old  Roman  silver  denarius 
of  the  Emperor  Antoninus  Pius. — Swanage  Times ,  Ylth  February  1977. 

The  Queen’s  Silver  Jubilee  Medals.  About  9,000  Servicemen  will  receive  the  Queen’s 
Silver  Jubilee  medal.  Dr.  John  Gilbert,  Minister  of  State,  Defence,  said  in  a  Commons  written 
reply  yesterday.  Some  of  the  medals  will  be  awarded  for  merit  and  length  of  service,  and 
some  will  be  awarded  to  those  taking  part  in  the  Jubilee  celebrations. — Daily  Telegraph , 
9th  February  1977. 

Coin  Raid.  Four  armed  and  masked  bandits  stole  more  than  7,000  ancient  Roman  coins 
from  Naples  Archaeological  Museum  at  the  weekend,  police  said  in  Naples  today.  They  held 
up  eight  guards  and  took  coins  worth  hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds. — Lancashire  Evening 
Posty  22nd  February  1977. 

Cornish  Wreck  May  Contain  Fortune.  Four  skin-divers  who  have  found  a  wreck 
at  least  300  years  old  on  the  sea-bed  off  the  Lizard,  in  Cornwall,  believe  it  holds  treasure 
worth  a  fortune.  Richard  Larn  and  Roy  Davis,  from  Charlestown,  near  St.  Austell,  and  Ken 
Simpson  and  Michael  Hall  ,of  the  Lizard,  have  already  recovered  700  silver  coins  and  two 
cannon.  The  Department  of  Trade  has  given  them  sole  rights  for  future  diving  on  the  wreck. 
Some  of  the  coins  recovered  are  dated  “Seville  1593”,  and  are  believed  to  indicate  that  the 
wreck  is  that  of  a  Spanish  ship. — Daily  Telegraphy  15 th  March  1977. 

King  Stephen’s  Flag  Type  Pennies.  I  am  working  on  a  study  of  the  die  varieties  of 
the  Flag  type  pennies  of  what  is  commonly  described  as  the  “York  Group”  of  Stephen’s  reign. 
These  Flag  pennies  are  similar  in  design  to  Stephen’s  first  main  type,  except  that  the  King 
holds  a  lance  with  a  flag  or  pennon  instead  of  the  usual  sceptre  and  the  reverse  inscription 
frequently  has  a  jumble  of  lette-s  divided  by  ornaments.  The  relevant  references  are  B.M.C. 
254-559,  Seaby  745A,  North  919,  R.  P.  Mack  217a-p  (“Stephen  and  the  Anarchy  1135-1154”, 
Brit.  Num.  Jour.  XXXV,  1966).
